"Fight BAC(teria)" - contain 
proven and effective tips to 
help consumers handle food 
safely.

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MTBE may pose health concerns

Over the last 30 years, we 
have achieved significant suc- 
cess in preventing pollution 

aning up our environ 
it. Clean air and clean 
water are among our most 
important environmental 
goals 

In 1990, in order to address 
the problem of ozone pollution 

: cities, Congress passed 
n req rban 
s with the worst ozone pol 
lution to begin selling reformu- 
lated gasoline 

Reformulated gasoline is 
regular gasoline blended with 
additives that help the fuel 
burn cleaner and more com- 
pletely, thereby reducing lev- 
els of carbon monoxide and 
ozone-forming compounds 
emitted by cars and trucks. 
The additives commonly used 
today are ethanol, a renewable 
fuel produced from corn, and 
methyl tertiary butyl ether, a 
chemical derived from petro- 
leum 

Different urban areas have 
met the requirements of the 
1990 legislation in different 



























w For example, Chicago 
and Milwaukee have chosen to 
meet this requirement using 
ethanol. Many other cities 
have chosen MTBE. In fact, 
over 85 percent of reformulat- 
ed gasoline used in the United 
States contains MTBE, while 
only 8 percent contains 
ethanol 

Accor g to a recent study 
by the University of 
California, MTBE may pose 
numerous health and environ 
mental concerns. MTBE-a 
known 













percent of drinking w 
plies in cities that have chosen 
MTBE. After MTBE enters a 

water source, it moves quickly 


~and resists degrading, making 


cleanup problematic and cost 
ly. 

Finally, once contaminated 
with MTBE, water becomes 
undrinkable, with a peculiar 
pungent smell and taste 

On March 26, California's 
governor prohibited MTBE 
use after 2002. The governor 
based his decision on findings 
by the University of California 
that MTBE is an environmen- 


tal hazard. 

The EPA established a blue 
ribbon task force to address 
the problem. The panel of 
experts concluded this sum. 
mer that the use of MTBE 
must be substantially reducSt 

In contrast, ethanol, a 
renewable oxygenate fuel, has 
proven to be a viable, environ- 
mentally friendlier alternative 
to MTBE. The Chicago refor- 
mulated gasoline program, for 
example, has used ethanol for 
years. According to the 
American Lung Association, 
Chicago has one of the most 
successful reformulated gaso- 
line programs in the country 
in improving air quality 

Ethanol is vitally important 
to our state, since Illinois is 
the number one producer of 
ethanol in the nation. Each 
year, 274 million bushels of 
Illinois corn are used to pro- 
duce about 678 million gallons 
of ethanol. That's one out of 
every six rows of corn grown 
in the state. This use of corn is 
a significant boost to the econ- 
omy of Illinois - the second 
largest producer of corn 
nationwide.

in a freak accident 

Rodney A. Studer, 50, of 
2213 East A Street in 
Belléville, was killed when he 
went to aid another worker 
whose hand was Caught in a 
chain, according to witnesses 
at the scene. Studer tried to 
help the man, but ended up 
being dragged into an asphalt 
spreader and crushed to 

death 

The accident occurred just 
west of Illinois Route 4, 
between Troy and St. Jacob. 

Studer was part of a work 
crew from MacLair Asphalt 
Company that was laying 
asphalt in the westbound lanes 
of Interstate 70. He had been 
on the job for about three 
weeks, a company official 
said uder had worked for 
MacLair for almost three 
years. 

Tim Docter, an owner of 
MacLair Asphalt Company, 
said the men on the highway 
construction crew decided on 
their own that Studer would 
have wanted them to be 
together working today 

“The crew met yesterday 
and they talked about it, and 
they just decided that it would 
be better to be together work- 
ing today, instead of sitting at 
home alone,” Docter said. 
“They're doing pretty well, 
considering. They're a pretty 
remarkable bunch of guys. 
Rod was a great guy, and he 
probably would have been 
mad if we hadn't gone back to 
work.” 

Docter said the young man 
whose, hand was injured in the 
accident is struggling to come 
to grips with the ordeal 

“He didn't come to work 
today. He's pretty trauma- 
tized. He actually saw the guy 
go in. We've got counseling for 
him, but he's pretty shook up,” 
Docter said. 

Docter would not identify to 
young man, but said that he is 
recovering at home. He said 
the man received stitches in 
his hand from injuries suf- 
fered in the accident 

“He got his hand caught in 
a chain on the back of the 
dump truck that was getting 
ready to dump the asphalt into 
a machine. The truck was 
backed up and starting to 
dump the asphalt, and the 
laborer reached up to adjust 
the chain,” Docter said. “The 
chain had a kink in it,” he 
said. “What they normally do 
is use a shovel and smack it. 
For some reason he reached 
up with his hand and got 
caught.” 

No one knows why Studer 
reacted the way he did, Docter 
said. 

“Mr. Studer, God will only

he did, he slipped,” he said.

55. “The administration was great to 
me at Alton, but I was nevér able to 
get enough kids out to get what I want- 
ed to accomplish.” 

“ Shannon has plenty of support at 
CBC. He has 120 players in the pro- 
gram, compared with 52 for three 
grades in his last few seasons at East 
Side. 

“The kids are working hard and 
doing everything I ask them,” Shannon 
said. “They don’t need to play football 
in order to go to college. Most of the 
players already have their college edu- 
cation paid for. I get a lot of support 


from the parents, but not to the point 
where they interfere with the program. 
The administration really supports 
their coaches. 

“There are a lot of high expectations 
from the parents. They expect their 
sons to do well. It’s a different situa- 
tion from what I was used to. For 
instance, against (Florissant, Mo.) 
McCluer North two weeks ago, we had 
our tailback and fullback hurt. Their 
parents were on their cell pHones 
immediately to liné up doctor appoint- 
ments for them. Some of the kids go to 
football camp at the University of 
Tennessee during the summer. Others 
took summer vacations to Hong Kong, 
France or wherever. At East St. Louis, 
T had to hustle to take the kids to foot- 
ball camps during the summer.” 

Shannon said he bonded with his 
players during the summer, going to 
the school twice a day to see his play- 
ers in the weight room and in other off- 
season workouts. He said the CBC 
assistant coaches used to do that: 

Along with getting the players to 
buy into his system, Shannon said he 
has had success in organizing his 


coaching staff, which includes former 
East St. Louis coach Clarence 
Goldfree. 

“There used to be two assistants 
each on offense and defense, and now 
we have three each,” Shannon said 
“We also managed to get a volunteer 
coach for our second coach on the 
sophomore level.” 

Now 4-1 in his first season, Shannon 
is not yet saying the Cadets are ready 
to be a state contender like the teams 
he had at East St. Louis, which won six 
Illinois state titles during Shannon’s 
reign. 

“In our district, (Maryland Heights, 
Mo.) Pattonville is the team to beat,” 
said Shannon, whose team must also 
face Hazelwood (Mo.) West and (St 
Louis) Ritenour in its district games to 
qualify for the Missouri playoffs. 

“The good teams over here are just
